WAFFLES—PLAIN AND FANCY 


(By Barbara B. Brooks) 

In this electrical age it is easy to 
make and serve waffles. No longer 
does someone have to stay in the kit- 
chen to bake this delicacy while those 
in the dining room eat to their heart’s 
content. Today, the compact, neat 
and capable waffle iron comes to the 
table and yields its crisp, golden 
product direct from iron to serving 
plate. But even with this case of 
preparation waffles have not become 
commonplace. A waffle supper is an 
event; a waffle breakfast is some- 
thing which makes getting up worth 
while. 

A waffle iron requires special care. 
Usually the first time it is used the 
gride are greased with an unsalted 
fat. The first waffle baked is thrown 
away. After that the grids should re- 
quire no further greasing, but should 
be wiped clean with a dry cloth after 
each using. Preheat the iron until; 
the top feels hot to the touch. Pour; 
in the batter and cook until all the 
steam disappears. Don’t open, the 
iron to peek at the contents until the 
steam is gone. If the iron is opened 
before the waffle is firm, it will be 
torn and this causes sticking. When 
the waffle is thoroughly baked, you 
should be able to lift it out with a 
fork. ; 

There is a ‘great difference in 
waffle batters. If you want a crisp 
waffle, use plenty of shortening. If 
you wish a really healthful waffle, ~ 
add all-bran. If you,desire a dessert, 
add nuts to the batter or bake ginger- 
bread or chocolate cake batter in 
the waffle iron. \ 

Here is a menu for a waffle sup- 
per that is particularly suited to the 
hostess without ta maid.

Add 
beaten eggs, sour milk and all-bran. 
Sift ofher ingredients and add to 
first mixture. Bake in a hot waffle 
iron. Serve with maple syrup or 
honey. 


In eastern Pennsylvania waffles 
are served with honey, fruit sauce, 
shaved maple sugar, granulated sugar 
and cinnamon or sometimes with 
sugar and cream. Some people serve 
creamed chicken on waffles instcad 
of on biscuit. Shortcakes may be 
made by putting crushed berries be-|.

top. Ginger cake or chocolate waffles 
are delicious as a dessert with whip- 
ped cream.

The Camrose Lutheran College has 
like 80 maiiy church schools, suffer- 
ed from the curtailing of support due 
to hard times and resulting budget 
difficulties. Under the circumstance. 
es. the local board of directors could 
see no way of proceeding. to operate 
the school. ~ 

The congregations in Alberta would 
not permit the school to die because 
of the influence the institution hay 
exerted. Money is being raised by 
these congregations ‘and it is hoped 
that the school will be able to con. 
tinue, 

The school will celebrate ‘its 20th 
anniversary the coming summer and 
is planning a rounion and home-com 
ing festival. It is expected that many 
of the founders of the school will at 
that time be present. 


The Edmonton Journal’ on: Tues- 
day, published the following crop_re. 
port from Wetaskiwin: “Heavy rain 
last week boosted growth around 
here and supplied sufficient moisture 
for immediate needs. About 90 per 
cent ofthe wheat, ‘50: per cent of the 
barley and half of the oats have been 
seeded under favorable conditions 
Many wheat fields are showing uni- 
form growth, but some of the fields 
to the east are patchy. There will be 
less wheat and more summerfallow 
here. Nearly all farmers have re- 
sorted to horse power rather than 
tractors, only about 10 per cent of 
the tractors being operated. Very 
few farmers halve hired help.”
